It was an ancient and a hard law that 
required an eye for an eye and a tooth for a 
tooth. But hard though it was, such a system 
was still a systematic way of coming at crimi­ 
nals—that old law said nothing about mental 
states or insanity. It was hard and perhaps not 
humanitarian hang to insane criminals, but there 
was one practical advantage gained—such insane 
person did not live to murder any one else. As 
matters now stand, the criminally insane are gen­ 
erally turned loose, unless the trial Judge rules 
otherwise as was the case when Harry K. Thaw 
was found not guilty of first degree murder as 
he was judged insane when he killed Stanford 
White-Yr-but the Judge confined him for life, con­ 
cluding his sentence, by saying of Thaw: 
“He 
cannot be allowed to go at liberty.” The purpose 
of the law is to protect society—the honest, fair, 
and law abiding citizens, it is not a namby tamby 
sentimental code «concerning 
humanitarian ism. 
Some have even contended that insane criminals 
should be disposed of by the death route, as they 
can fane of no benefit to themselves or any one else. 
But most people would not wish to put such A 
strict construction on the province of the law.
